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Truman to Address 
Nation, Ask Miners 


to Return to Jobs 


Plans Radio Speech for 


Appeal to Miners on 


Sunday Evening 


Washington, Dec. 5.—(AP) — 


President Truman will address the 
nation on the coal strike crisis at 
8:30 p. m. (CST) Sunday. 


Presidential Secretary 
Charles 


G. Ross told reporters today that 
Truman will speak for about 20 
minutes on the situation growing 
out of the coal strike, which has 
brought mounting unemployment 
and has stymied reconverting in- 
dustry. 


Ross said the president was giv- 


ing serious thought to the prep- 
aration of the speech and it might 
run longer than 20 minutes. 


What Truman will say will de- 


pend on the state of affairs at the 
time he goes on the air, he added. 


Ross declined to speculate on 


the possibility of a settlement of 
the strike prior to the broadcast, 
which will be carried by all major 
networks. 


It will be the president's first 


talk to the nation since he an- 
nounced the removal of meat con- 
trols in mid-October. 


Appeal Is Expected 


Truman is expected to appeal to 


the striking soft coal miners over 
the head of John L. Lewis to go 
back to work. 


He was said to have withheld 


his decision to make the speech 
until Lewis' contempt of court 
trial was concluded. 


End of the trial had brought 


fresh prodding of by congress for 
a. radio appeal to the miners, or 
some other action aimed at getting 
coal production. 


Senator-elect Joseph ji. McCar- 


thy (R-Wis) renewed an earlier 
proposal that the draft law be 
.used. 


"Now that the court has acted 


I believe the president should use 
his powers to immediately draft 
John L. Lewis into the armed serv- 
ices," McCarthy, World War n of- 
ficer said in an interview. "Lewis 
should be directed to order his 
miners to, mine coal. If he does 
not do- that he should be court 
martialed. 


Harmony Prevails 
in U. N. as Group 
Clears Arms Plan 


Lake Success, N. Y., Dec. 5 — 


(AP)—United Nations efforts to 
set up world-wide arms limitation 
machinery started off on a note of 
harmony today when a sub-com- 
mittee agreed unanimously to ac- 
cept the United States plan as a 
basis for discussion. 


The new spirit of conciliation, 


initiated yesterday by Soviet For- 
eign Minister 
V. M. Molotov's 


agreement that any inspection and 
control agencies to 
enforce an 


arms reduction program must be 
free of the veto, was evident from 
the opening of the new 20-nation 
drafting sub-committee's first ses- 
sion. 


Sen. Tom Connally (D-Tex) and 


Molotov started the session by 
proposing that 
Assembly Presi- 


dent Paul-Henri Spaak of Belgium 
be elected 
chairman. 
The sub- 


committee agreed unanimously. 


Bernard M. Baruch, elated over 


Soviet Russia's clearly enunciated 
stand that the veto must not hin- 
der inspection and control organi- 
zations watching over world arms 
limitation, was expected today to 
urge swift and positive action to- 
ward curbing atomic energy for 
peaceful uses.

Wilson W. Wyatt bowed out as 
federal housing expediter today, 
choosing to resign rather than go 
along with a White House -policy 
of relaxing 
controls 
over 
the 


building industry "as rapidly as 
possible." 


The resignation of the youthful 


former mayor of Louisville was 
accepted "reluctantly" last eve- 
ning by President Truman. 
Its 


aimouncement meant the president 
had ruled against Wyatt's conten- 
tion that the veterans 
housing 


program must be pressed on an 
"all-out emergency basis." 


Truman did not mention the 


behind-the-scenes batle which has 
been going on for some weeks be- 
tween Wyatt and the head of 
other government agencies over 
the housing program. 


Must Be Emphasized 


But he issued a statement say- 


ing that "henceforth the program 
must be given its proper empha- 
sis in the overall economy and 
controls must be relaxed as rap- 
idly as possible without threat- 
ening the success of the housing 
program." 


Truman emphasized, too, that 


the objective—housing for veter- 
ans as soon as possible—is un- 
changed. 


Wyatt, questioned by reporters, 


declined any statement except to 
say that his position "should be 
obvious" and that he planned to 
leave Washington at once. 


Aides, however, said that the 


reason for Wyatt's resignation 
could be summarized as a protest 
against "business as usual—hous- 
ing as usual—banking as usual" 
policies within the administration.

New York—(AP)—Will Germa 
courts carry out their assigned re 
sponsibility to de-nazlfy the Amei 
lean zone in Germany? 


History and human nature repl 
"probably not". 


I was convinced during my rec 


ent stay in Germany that Germai 
judges are reluctant to take 
th 
personal responsibility of 
tryinj 
nazis. On the other hand, Ameri 
can military government is reluct 
ant to invest the money, men an 
time to do the job itself. 


Here's the present status of th? 
bogged down post-war anti-naz 
campaign: 


bast spring the American mili 
tary government turned over to 
the German provisional govern 
ment the task of trying and sen 
tencing nazi suspects. 


Last month Lt. Gen. Lucius D 
Clay, deputy U. S. military gov- 
ernor, angrily accused the German 
courts of "whitewashing" nazi de- 
fendants on a large scale. He gave 
them sixty days to improve. He 
threatened that "if the German 
people are unwilling to do the job. 
the military government can and 
will do it". 


Well, let's see what the Ger- 
mans did to punish their »guilty 
after the last war. In 1919 German 
representatives solemnly 
signed 


an agreement to turn over 900 of 
their war criminals to the victor- 
ious allies. 


But in 1920, after a storm of 


German protest the victors agreed 
to permit the German supreme 
court at Leipzig to try the 900. 


Of these suspects this high court 
subsequently refused 
to try 88S. 


Of the dozen tried, only six were 
condemned. And of these six. said 
Emil Ludwig in 1943 in his book 
How to treat the Germans" three 
escaped prison within a few days 
and the last three "were confined 
to prison for some weeks. 


"That was what the world would 
witness tomorrow if it let the nazi 
leaders be sentenced by their Ger- 
man countrymen". 


The Ludwig prediction is coin- 
ing true now. The German courts 
cannot "whitewash" defendants on 
so large a scale as they did after 
the first world war, because this 
time they are under the direct 
mandate of a foreign military gov- 
ernment in their own country. But 
they make every concession they 
can to their fellow nationals. 


Many observers in Germany be- 
lieve that if the country is to'hav 
a real housecleaning of nazi rem 
nants the allies will have to do i 
themselves, perhaps on the patten 
set at Nuernberg, At present w 
are netting many minnows, while 
some bigger fish are swimming 
away.

P. Connor, identified in the com- 
plaint as operator of the Hyde 
Park, described as a "gambling 
casino". 


The suit contended the 72-year- 


old statute entitles a person losing 
more than $10 at cards, dice, 
through bets on races, fights, elec-

vides that, if the loser fails to 
bring suit within six months from
